commerce and within a few years, he came to 
be reckoned amongst the merchant princes of 
the day, About this period, tho Eastera trade 
attracted the attention ‘of enterprising \raders, 
.Mr. David sent his eldest,son Elias to Canton 
in 1845 and soon after, was ‘success{ul- in 
establishing business centres in all the treat 
ports in China opened for trade ‘to, British, 
subjects.
